lake threw up a large geyser of water, and the one which crashed in the woods 

on the opposite shore (a distance of two miles from the point at mich 

was standing) raised a large cloud of dust as it hit into the woods. No fire, 

explosion or smoke of any kind accompanied the crashes. The remaining five 

objects disappeared rapidly from view across the ridges which are two miles 

from the western shore of Hebgen Lake. Mr, gëff could not estimate the speed 

of the objects, however, he stated that none of the objects were visible to 

him for more than five to ten seconds, and the objects that crashed were visible 

for about two (2) seconds. From maps of the general area this would place the 

speeds of the objects at approximately fourteen hundred miles per hour. ur. 
AMM stated that at the time of the appearance of the first seven objects, 

there was no one in his immediate vicinity who actually saw them. nen the 

next one appeared, one-half hour later, he attempted to call the attention of 

his assistant to them; however, it had disappeared before the Assistant could 

view it. itr, delle rt her stated that he had not intended to make an 

official report of the sightings, but that when he told his employer, Qa 

br. took it upon himself to call the Federal Bureau of 

Investigation relative to the matter, 


5. An attempt was made by this AGENT to contact other witnesses of the 
game phenomena as reported by Mr. In this respect all employees 
and guests of th were interviewed with negative results. It 
was learned that there was possinly one additional witness, a camper who had 
camped on the shore of the lake overnight and had since moved on, In addition 
to the employees and guests of the Lodge, attempts were made to find witnesses 
among residents in the imnediate area, residents in the town of Nest Yellowstone 
(17 miles away) and from the U. S. Ranger Station, jest Yellowstone, Montana, 

No witnesses were able to be obtained, 


AGENT'S NOTE: There seemed to exist an apparent attempt by a number of individuals 
to convince this AGENT that the. as absolutely reliable, trustworthy 

and beyond question, that if he said this incident occurred, it did. The 
statement was made by the , VE that if anything was found, 
the nient become a "Mecca" for tourists, and it was this AGENT'S impression 
that whether anything was found or not, hr. . would have welcomed the 
attendant publicity, Frequent conversations with Leg, Lir. 

clearly indicated that he had a decided tendency to exaggerate, and that 

his conversation was often made up of grossly exaggerated stories. 
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6. On 11 August and 12 August 199, this AGENT and Special Agent 
ROBERT P. SPALDING searched the wooded area in which one of the discs was 
reputed to have crashed. Nothing even remotely resembling the object 
described was found, There was no evidence in the wooded area that any 
object had crashed through the trees, nor was there any indication of any 
earth displacenent. The wooded area was carefully scanned for swath patches 
that an object travelling at high speed would necessarily make. Also the 
area was searched for indications of charred or scorched areas, On 13 ausust 
1949, this AGENT and Special Agent ROBERT P. SPALDING dragged gebgen Lake 
in the vicinity indicated by lr. .. with negative results.

6. Objects in relation to observer passed directly overhead at an 
altitude of approximately 1500 feet above the ground, six of 
the objects contimed flight in a southwesterly direction at the 
same altitude. Two of the objects were observed by the informant 
to crash in the imediate area; however, no fire, explosion or 
smoke of any kind resulted from the crash, 

7. It is believed that the six (6) objects which were in flizht were 
in sight a total of ten seconds, however, the two which crashed 
were not in sight more than two seconds according to informant, 

8. A. Object was a grayish metallic color. 

Be The shape of all objects would most nearly correspond to the 
shape and size of an automobile tire. Informant stated that 
some of them had a blackish spot in the middle, 

C.e The objects were apparently constructed of metal. 

D. The size of the objects from the observer's view was the 
approximate size of an automobile tire. 

9. The objects were flying in a southwesterly direction, 

10, The flights were reported to be in a horizontal plane and 
objects appeared to be moving at an even flow, 

11. There was no evidence of exhaust, neither was there any odor 
and objects left no contrails, 

12. Objects while observed by informant did not pass through clouds, 

13. No lights were observed to be attached to object. 

14. In questioning informant, he stated that he could not 
observe any means of support the objects would have such as 


INCLASSIFIED wings, vertical jet, rotating cylinder or cone; aerostatic lift 


or aerodynamic list of fuselage. 
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
